Your  Conn  it tee  net  on  two  occasions,  and  af  ter  an 
interview  with  representatives  fron  tne  Athletic  Directorate  and  careful 
consideration  of  the  natter  submitted  to  it,  tegs  to  nake  tne  following 
interin  report. 

vVnen  the -Board  ot  Governors  directed  that  404  ot  the 
gross  earnings  of  each  Rugby  gane  should  be  oaia  into  the  Bursar  after 
each  Pane  and  applied  to  the  reduction  of  capital  account  on  Athletic 
Grounds  it  was  recognised  that  the  order  was  in  a  neasure  tentative. 

During  the  past  three  years  lie, COG,  including  interest,  has  been  paid 
in  to  tne  Bursar  in  accordance  with  this  statute,  and  in  addition  .14,000 
spent  cn  tne  grounds  tor  pernanent  in provenents.  During  the  present 
session  the  returns  have  been  less  than  were  antici nates,  owing  to  the 
results  of  the  Panes,  and  a  specially  neavv  expenditure  has  been  occasioned 
by  tne  fact  that  nearly  all  the  intercollegiate  ganes  this  year  were  held 
outside  of  Toronto.  There  is  also  a  good  d^ial  of  uncertainty  at  present 
as  to  whether  the  panes  that  are  still  to  be  played  during  the  rest  of  this 
session  will  yield  any  financial  return  whatever.  For  these  reasons  tne 


CoiTrrittee  reoourrenas  that  tor  the  present  year  GOO  wnich  had  been  paid 
in  aDd  applied  to  capital  be  returned  to  the  Athletic  Directorate  to  rceet 
the  expenses  of  the  present  year.
